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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/12/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants have argued primarily that the stripper plate of Schad does 
not teach the engaging the molded part from the direction perpendicular to the plane of 
rotation of the indexing plate. The Examiner notes that Schad teaches the stripper plate 
(34) engages the molded work pieces (42) and the claimed invention does not state that 
the stripper plate had to be separate from the indexing plate prior to rotation before 
engaging the molded work pieces. The stripper plate functions by engaging the work 
pieces from a direction perpendicular to the plane of rotation, this can be seen in Figure 
1 with the stripper plate oriented in a vertical plane that engages the work piece. This 
orientation of the stripper plate is perpendicular to the plane of rotation. The arguments 
by the applicants have been considered but are not persuasive.
